modities used in m anufacturing ibis 
vast amount of pastry was worth $lo,-| 
187,000. 
No home-made 
goods 
bread, 
pies 
and cakes baked by women and sold 
in their home places, are included, blit 
it is estim ated that such 
baking, 
ii 
added to the figures already given, 
w'ould increase the worth of Missouri’.- 
bakery' products for the year $200,000 
more. 
The output of confectionaries 
and candy factories are also not in­ 
cluded, this line of commodities be­ 
ing handled under a separate classi­ 
fication by the Missouri bureau of la­ 
bor statistics.

TW ELVE THOUSAND 
MEN BEFORE WAR 


Coal and Merchandise Hauled On the 
Cars— There Are No More Motor- 
Cabs Or Motor-Trucks at 
This Present Time. 


Vienna, Sept. 30.—More than 3,000 
women are 
now 
employed 
in 
the 
municipal 
street 
car 
service 
of 
\ ienna. 
Of the 12,000 male employes 
before, 10,500 have gone to the field. 
The war has completely changed the 
streetcar service which is now in op­ 
eration nearly twenty-four hours a 
day, carrying not only ordinary pas­ 
sengers, but at night hauling coal and 
merchandise. 
There are 
no 
more 
motor trucks or 
lorries, 
and 
horses 
are very scarce. 
Consequently the 
street railways have become practical­ 
ly the only means of transportation. 
Most of the women employes are 
acting as conductors, but great ef­ 
forts are being made to get permis­ 
sion from the ministry of railways for 
them to act 
as 
motor-dri vers. 
The 
grades in Vienna are in places quite 
steep and require great strength for 
using the brakes, so that the author­ 
ities hitherto have hesitated to sanc­ 
tion the employment of women for 
this work. 
Unless, however, the mil­ 
itary commanders will release a suf­ 
ficient number of motormen from the 
army to carry on the car service the 
experiment with women drivers will 
have to be made, whether dangerous 
or not.

Thousands of Horses and Mules. 
The thousands of horses and mules 
along the road are in good condition.

On seeking the 
mules, one of the officers said: 
“ The demobilization of the Greek 
army had one very important result; 
for the allies— it released 10,000 mules 
which the Greeks had been using, and 
now these mules are proving invalua­ 
ble to tho allies.” 
W hile the fields back of VCrdun 
are rich with yellow grain, yet there 
is one melancholy evidence of the 
war in the burning of manure, usually 
the very life-b1ood of the soil.
